Give Credit to House. 

The basis of cordial dealings be- 
tween the British and American dele- 
gations is being established. Consid- 
erable credit in this connection is given 
Col. House who, it is asserted, has 
shown much tact and common sense 
in the discussions with those he be- 
lieves entitled to know the American 
attitude. 

The foundation of a cordial ited 
ship between the United States dele- 
gation and the representatives of the 
allies is being built upon by the frank 
explanations of Col. House concerning 
the points of misunderstanding arising 
partly from ill considered unofficta!

United States.

PARIS, Dec. 17.-—-The feeding of Eu. 
rope—friend, foe, and neutral—and the 
question of ships necessary to put the 
entire Wnited States army back on 
American soll by December, 1919, were 
two of the big problems with which 
President Wilson wrestied today. 

The president also conferred on Ital. 
ian problems with Count Macchi Di 
Cellere, ambassador of Italy to the 
United States. The ambassador was 
the president's guest on the George 
Washington during the trip to Burope, 
and it is understood that Mr. Wilson 
feels the warmest sympathy for Italy's 
claims.

“As to the attitude of the French 
politicians who are not Socialists, it 
changed since Mr. Wilson’s ar- 
rival. Our uncertainty was based on 
what seemed a lack of precision in his 
fourteen points. For example, we ac- 
cepted them readily enough as prin- 
ciples but were uneasy concerning his 
Own, notions as to their application. 
“But in two instances, when we 
have asked for elucidation, we have 
got it satisfactorily. There seemed to 
be ambiguity at first about: Mr. Wil- 
son’s utterance on Alsace-Lorraine, but 
his subsequent statement on that point 
has satisfied the most patriotic of 
French men. 
“Again we feared his ideas as first 
expressed concerning the matter of 
damages to be paid by Germany. His 
subsequent utterances on that sub- 
ject have been more reassuring. In 
his first address he referred specific- 
ally to the shameful ruin wrought by 
the Germans and it is in that ruin that 
France finds first and greatest griev- 
ance to be redressed.”

THE UNITED STATES IN A LEAGUE 


OF NATIONS. 

The only great nation which may not perceive 
the limitations of a league of nations is the United 
States. The ideality of the American people in- 
clines them to credillity. Great European nations 
are realistic and rational. 

The British will join the league—but they will 
retain their great navy for their self-defense. They 
probably will guard against agreeing to do more 
than they think they can do in joining the league, 
but no matter what agreements they sign they 
will keep their grand fleet. me 

Therefore, no matter what happens to the leagu 
of nations, an enemy soldier will not set foot in 
a Kentish lane—not so long as the British navy is. 
the greatest navy of the world, as the British in-. 
tend that it shall be. 7 | : 

The French have returned to the position of a 

first class power, with new territory, increased 
population, anf’ with the best afmy in Europe. 
Germany will supply money ‘to the French for 
many years and magnificent days are in the pros- 
pect of the French nation in its bioom again. Is it 
to be supposed that upon the threshold of this 
renewed greatness France’ will submit itself un- 
reservedly to a league of nations? It would be 
contrary to every tradition of French imperialism 
and the French can be imperialistic with a repub- 
lican form of government. |

The-.great army power of Europe, the great arm 
power of the east, and the great navy power of 
the world will, it will be found, guard their agree- 
ments and guard themselves. 

These facts fo not assert that new forms of 
international agreement cannot be adopted or that 
within their limitations they will not operate to 
preserve the equilibrium of the world. They do 
suggest that a nation particularly inclined towards 
credulity when benevolent fntents are being consid- 
ered and humanitarian plans are being made should 
force itself to be cautious.

OUR CRIPPLED SOLDIERS. 

[New York World.) . | 

As ‘incoming ships discharge in increasing numbers 
their cargoes of wounded men we are made to realize 
more vividly how erievousty the nations of Europe 
have suffered in more than four years of war. The 
sight of young fellows in uniform who have been 
crippled ‘for life, who have lost arms or legs, cannot 


fail to arouse sympathy wherever they go. They will 
not lack for the best medical care and kindly atten- 
tion. The government will look aftér their present 
needs and keep watch over them in hospitals until 
they reach the maximum of recovery. So far as 
these thousands of soldiers can be restored to sound 
condition ft will be done. . 

But the day must sooh come when most of these 
men will return to their homes and seek opportunities 
to earn their living, as in the days before the war. 
Very many of them will never be able to begin where 
they left off or to resumé their old occupations. They 
must start over again as best they may be able, for 
men of their honorable records will not be content 
to be other than self-supporting. Allowances and an- 
nuities, graded according to their injuries, could 
never make up to them loss of pride or self-respect. 

It will be the right of all these wounded men to 
work, wherever they are able, and conquer the dis- 
abilities they have incurred in the service of their 
country. In @ special senze they will be entitled not 
merely to the generous words and thoughts bestowed 
upon them today but to places where they can com- 
mand wages and salaries like their old associates.

SHAVING BRUSH DANGERS. 
HIS \s the third article on anthrax 
due to shaving brush infection 
wh h has appeared in this column 
| in t_a months and the second with- 
in a month. The reason for the repe- 
tition ts that. the danger is both real 
and unsuspected. In spite of the ex- 
tensive literature on the subject, espe- 
cially in England last winter and spring, 
it appears that cases were occurring in 
army camps last summer.

On July 14 a private in Camp Jackson, 
while shaving himself, noticed a small 
pimple on his neck. He squeezed out a 
small amount of fluid. Right after that 
the pimple began to enlarge. By July 16 
the swelling had extended down his neck 
and involved his chest as far down as 
the nipple line. When he went into the 
hospital the swelling was incised, but 
nothing was found in it. On July 17 the 
anthrax bacillus was found in the serum 


died. 


On July 24 a private then stationed at 
Dayton, O., shaved himiself with a new 
shaving brush. A day or two later he 
noticed a small pimple near the genter 
of one cheek. He arrived at Camp Jack- 
son, Columbia, S. C., in the night of July 
26, and on the morning of July 27 he 
went to the hospital, 

When he arrived at the hospital he 
had a central necrotic craterlike area 
surrounded by a red inflamed zone near 
the center of his right cheek. The whole 
face and neck was swollen down to his 
collarbone. He had kernels or enlarged 
lymph glands. Having just had one case 
of anthrax, the camp surgeons were on 
the qui vive. Examination of the wound 
secretions showed anthrax bacilli. This 
man recovered. 

In both of these instances the medical 
men got hold of the shaving brushes, 
but they could not find anthrax In them.

Making Chicago Fit to Live In— : 
See Start Now on the City Plan 


In no other improvement proposed 
by the Chicago Plan comm ssion will 
prompt. ‘action save so much money 
and bring so quick a return in conven- 
ience and traffic facilitation as in the 
extension of Ogden avenue. 

Every year’s delay means a million 
or thore added to the cost of work that 
must be done some day and the wis- 
dom of doing which was first agitated 
eighteen years ago. That statement is 
no glittering generality of the fanci- 
ful kind considered good enough for the 
purposes of preliminary propaganda. 
The case of Halsted street is a case 
in point. 

From ten to twelve years ago Hal- 
sted street could have been widened 
for $3,000,000. Now it cannot be done 
for $15,000,000. It is worth while in 
citing that illustration to be specific: 
The estimate of $3,000,000 was made in 
1907. Not quite eleven years have 
passed. Today three millions plus 
twelve millions would not cover the 
cost of an improvement, the desirability 
of which every street car passenger 
and every foot passenger going along 
Halsted street between the north 
branch and the south branch receives 
teasing and expensive proof every 
morning and evening of the rush hours. 
Extending Ogden avenue northeast 
to Lincoln park would be a cheap im- 
provement now. But the lesson its 
projectors have learned from Halsted 
street is that the longer it waits the 
more it will cost—and the taxpayer . 
pays the bill. 


A weighty representation of the prop- 
erty owners in the district into which 


Ogden avenue” has learned the lesson 
of the folly and futility of these delays.

EIGHTH ARTICLE. 


Tilinois is embarking upon the most 
comprehensive program to develop its’ 


-| public charities that has been under- | 


taken by any state administration. The 
general assembly that meets at Spring- 
fleld Jan. 9, will consider a plan of 
action that has been worked out in 
its smaller details and supported gen- 
erally by the civic and other voluntary 
organizations that codperate in the 
state's business of caring for the af- 
flicted and the deficient. - 

This plan has been developed by 
Charles H. Thorne, director of public 
‘welfare, in the cabinet of Gov. Low- 
der, under the provisions of the ad- 
ministrative code. At this time his 
platform of immediate procedure has 
not received the formal approval ‘of 
Gov. Lowden. It is probable that 
Gov. Lowden will not be committed to 
all of its details until he shall have 
prepared his biennial message to the 
legislature. 

Five New Institutions, 

Five new state institutions are’ 

planned by Director Thorne and those 


since the administrative code became 
effective July 1, 1917. The recom- 
mendatio of Gov. Lowden to the 
legislaturé, it is recognized, will be 
governed largely by the state’s finan- 
cial prospects and opportunities and 
the necessities that may arise through 
the concrete proposals that are on 
their way to the governor through 
the other eight cabinet departments. 

For the first time, however, the 
public welfare department, in a sur- 
vey of statewide conditions covering 
two years, offers a policy that Direc- 
tor Thorne considers imperative, and 
which requires legislation that must 
come from the approaching general 
assembly.

The Lincoln 
institution is overcrowded 50 per cent 
and the courts of Cook county have 
lists of. persons who are awaiting ac- 
commodations at Lincoln. The idea 
{s to build the institution near Chicago 
at an original t of probably $500,000. 

Sanatorium for Women—This insti- 
tution is designed for the women 
offenders who are now being held in 
jails and prisons and who return to 
the streets to earn their fines through 
the same methods that caused their 
arrests. The plans include a farm 
colony, with medical care. Estimated 
cost, $150,000. 

\ Farm for Offenders. 


Farm for Misdemeanants—This is 
to establish a farm created by act of 
the last general assembly for all male 
misdemeanants over the age of 16 who 
would otherwise serve sixty days or 
more in the county ‘jails. No appro- 
Priation was made by the last legis- 
lature. The coming sefsion is asked 
to appropriate at least $250,000. 

Surgical Institute. for Children.— 
This institution wag authorized by the 
legislature of 1911, through the efforts 
of Col. B. M. Chiperfield. Prerequisite 
to establishing it was the donation of 
200 acres of land. It should be located 
close to Chicago and the donation fea- 
ture has made the act ineffective. The 
proposition is to eliminate that section 
and t the state to locate \and 
start the institution.

“If the health authorities and no one 
else would administer the drugs, I 
know a lot of these persons can be 
cured,” said the- witness.

“IT am too old to do much with, but I 
think there is hope for drug fiends 
younger than I who will be cured.”

Theft rates 
will be materially increased on all low 
priced cars, based on the experience. 
The medium priced cars will have a 
moderate advance, and on the high 
priced cars the fire rate will be lower, 
and\the fire and theft rate may show 
some reduction. ‘
